
Convention Proposals 
Await Verdict

Coming up on Saturday, 
Debruary 5, 1977 is the Avila 
College Student Government 
Association’s “Constitution 
Convention.” It will be an all- 
day-workshop to review and 
ratify proposed changes and 
amendments to the SGA 
constitution. It is to be held in 
rooms 101-201 of O’Reilly Hall 
from 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m., 
with a one hour lunch break. 
Chairperson of the convention 
will be Lisa Slutter, Treasurer 
of Student Council. Special 
guests from the Avila College 
staff will by Lynn Cupkie, 
Dean of Students, Don 
Madelung, Director of Ad- 
missions, and Tom Lease, 
Director of Student Life Ac- 
tivities. Avila students, 
faculty and staff are invited to 
attend. 

The main goals of the 
convention are: (l) To re- 
design the constitution to 
coincide with changes that 
have already occurred; e.g., 
Student Activity Fee Board 
(SAFB); and: 

(a) Review and revise 
Article XII 

(b) Define specific role of 
elected officers of the student 
body 

(c) New proposals from the 
floor 

(d) Review of election 
prodedures 

(2) To ratify Student Union 
Board (SUB) to become an 
autonomous unit. 

SGA, SC, SUB, SAFB - what 
do they stand for ? What is the 
difference between them? 
What is each one’s specific 
function? How do they fit 
together, and where do I as a 
student fit into the 
organizational structure? 
Let’s try to define and explain 
each one as it currently exists 
under the constitution and 
how it may change under the 
proposals to be considered at 
the convention. 

First, the Student Govern- 
ment Association (SGA) 
consists of all of the students 
of Avila College. One need not 
“join” ; one is automatically a 
member by virtue of being 
enrolled for credit at Avila. 

Second, Student Council 
consists of elected 
representatives from each 
academic department who 
form an Executive Board and 
Senate, plus a selected faculty 
member, one dormitory 
representative (non-voting), 
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one representative of the 
Student Services staff (non- 
voting), and an advisor. The 
Dean of Students is an ex 
officio member. 

The Executive Board 
consists of the Student Council 
Chairperson, Treasurer, 
Secretary, and Chairperson of 
SUB. The functions of SC are 
to represent the student body - 
to be the students’ voice in 
student activities on campus. 
SC has the legislative powers 
of SGA and can establish by- 
laws and standing com- 
mittees. It has the respon- 
sibility to help allocate 
Student Activity Fee funds in 
cooperation with the Dean of 
Students. 

The four standing com- 
mittees of Student Council 
are: (1) Campus News 

Committee which publishes 
the “Gredunza” weekly; (2) 
Student Union Board (SUB); 
(3) Finance Committee; (4) 
Evaluation Committee. The 
Student Council meets weekly 
on Monday at 12:30 plm. All 
meetings are open to the 
student membership. 

Third, Student Union Board 
(SUB) is currently a standing 
committee of Student Council 
anc consists of a Chairperson 
and nine Senators, plus the 
Director of Student Life Ac- 
tivities as advisor. It’s basic 
functions are to manage the 
Student Union (Marian 
Centre) and to promote 
student activities and 
programs. Two upcoming 
SUB-sponsored events are the 
national touring company 
production of “One Flew Over 
The Cuckoo’s Nest” on Jan. 
31, 1977, and Dr. Margaret 
Mead’s lecture on “The 
Changing American Family” 
scheduled for March 15, 1977. 

The proposed constitutional 
change would separate SUB 
from Student Council to 
become an autonomous unit of 
SGA. SUB meetings are held 
weekly on Wednesday at 12:30 
p.m. 

Fourth, Student Activity 
Fee Board (SAFB) is an 
autonomous unit of SGA set up 
by a proposal of the Finance 
Committee of the 1975-76 SC. 
Its purpose is to help allocate 
Student Activity Fee funds for 
the Dean of Students. Before 
SAFB, the Finance Com- 
mittee carried out this func- 
tion. SAFB is on a one year 
trial period and if it is not 
successful, its duties may fall 
back into the Finance Com- 
mittee. The board is made up

and the Director of Student 
Life Activities. The 1976-77 
Chairperson is Laura Lynn 
Tettambel. The weekly 
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meetings are held on Monday , 
5:00 p.m. in the Barefoot 
Room, in Marian Centre. 

In summary, SGA is the 
whole student body; SC is the 
elected representatives of 
SGA; SAFB is an autonomous 
part of SGA; SUB is now a 
standing committee under SC 
but the change proposed 
would make it another 
autonomous part of SGA. 
Each and every student at 
Avila is an important part of 
the whole student 
organization and the more 
student participation, the 
better the effectiveness of 



SGA in being the “voice” on 
campus. 

If you are interested in 
becoming more involved, you 
can start by attending the 
consitution convention and 
possibly running for office in 
Student Council. The annual 
Spring Election will be held in 
March. All prroposed changes 
at the convention will be 

brought before the student 
body for ratification hopefully 
during the current semester. 
More information available at 
the Student Life office in 
upper Marian Centre.
